BID packets out; community 
absorbing pros, cons 


Packets are being distributed this week to 
business and property owners in a specific Main 
Street Chamber of Commerce territory concerning 
the Business Improvement Districts (BID) proposed 
in downtown Sierra Madre. 

A map of the proposed area affected is shown 
nearby. 

The annual assessment formula, which is 
scheduled to support the Main Street Chamber of 
Commerce on an annual basis, is between $100 (for 
nonprofit businesses) and $500 (for finan¬ 
cial/utilities). 

In Zone A, which includes specifically the 
downtown area of Sierra Madre, all businesses with 
one to two employees would be assessed $250 an¬ 
nually. Those with more than three employees would 
be asked to give $300 per year to support the group. 

In Zone B, those businesses with one to nine 
employees would pay $150 in assessment and those 
with 10 or more employees would pay $300. 

In all cases, in both Zone A and B, finan- 
cial/utilities would pay $500, nonprofit businesses 
would pay $100 and property owners would pay 
$100 per year. 

New businesses will be exempt from assessment 
for the first 12 months in business. 

The property owners will be assessed $100 per 
building or parcel, whichever is larger, including va¬ 
cant parcels. Owner-occupied buildings with no 
lease space will be assessed only at their business 
assessment rate while those with leasable space will 
be assessed both as a business and as a property 
owner. Business owners with multiple business 
licenses at the same location will pay one assessment 
- fee, whichever is the largest. 

The maximum accumulative assessment will be 
$500 per year for any individual or entity. 

Some of the questions that are being asked, plus 
the answers, follow: 

Q. What is a Business Improvement District? 

A. A Business Improvement District (BID) is a 
unique funding mechanism providing downtown 
business and property owners the opportunity to in¬ 
dependently fund ongoing professional business 
promotions, activities and improvement projects 
without relying exclusively on government funding. 

Q. Why do we need a BID? 

A. Although the city has funded the Main Street 
revitalization program for the past three years, we 
cannot count on these funds year after year. We can 
accomplish much more downtown by working 
together as one unit rather than as many individual 
efforts. In addition, there can be considerable cost 
savings in achieving our goals by pooling our 

resources. 


Q. Is this just another government tax where we 
will never see benefits? 

A. No. The city’s only involvement will be to in¬ 
itially establish the BID, to collect the assessment 
fees each year, and see that the funds are, indeed, 
spent only for downtown activities and im¬ 
provements. The business and property owners 
working through their board of directors will have a 
vote in determining the annual assessment, and how 
the funds will be spent. 

Q. What will be the ongoing role of the Sierra 
Madre Main Street Chamber of Commerce relative 
to the BID? 

A. The city will need to contract with a manage¬ 
ment entity to receive the funds and to administer, 
plan and implement the downtown activities and im¬ 
provements. The Sierra Madre Main Street Chamber 
of Commerce is currently providing this service and 
would logically be the entity to oversee this function 
once the BID is in place. It should be noted that all 
licensed businesses and property owners within the 
BID are assessed under this program and would 
automatically become members of the chamber. 
Each member would then be eligible to serve on the 
board of directors and committees, vote on cor¬ 
porate matters and help decide how the assessment 
funds are spent. 

Q. How will the money be spent? 

A. The assessment funds collected each year 
will be spent on professionally coordinated business 
promotions, economic development, special events 
and beautification projects for the benefit of the en¬ 
tire downtown business community. Some of these 
may be existing successful events and programs 
while many others will be new or expanded. The 
assessment funds and related programs can be used 
to promote “Downtown” as a unique, convenient 
and competitive business center. 

Q. Who decides how the funds are spent? 

A. Each year a program/budget advisory com¬ 
mittee will prepare an annual progrtun and budget 
for review and approval by the elected BID manage¬ 
ment board of directors (proposed to be the chamber 
board of directors). A paid staff person will oversee 
the day to day BID operation, and see that the pro¬ 
grams and activities are implemented as planned. 
The City Council will hold a public hearing each 
year to hear from the business and property owners 
within the BID prior to levying assessments and ap¬ 
proving the annual program and budget for the 
following fiscal year. 

Q. Which businesses will be assessed? 

A. All businesses as well as commercial proper-

Ordinance 1075 

At the Sierra Madre City Council meeting Tues¬ 
day evening. Ordinance No. 1075, concerning 
detached garages and carports, was tabled until the 
city administration could meet with the Planning 
Commission to “clarify the need for changes and to 
address the questions concerning the effect on struc¬ 
tures already built,” as suggested by City Coun- 
cilwoman MaryAnn MacGillivray. 

The ordinance was sent to the City Council for 
a public hearing and adoption; however, the council 
chose to set it aside for now. 

It basically deals with definitions of a detached 
garage and carport. 

In other news, the seismic safety analysis was 
re-awarded to the second lowest bidder, Ining Lu, 
who chose not to proceed on the basis of his original 
bid. The Vernon engineering firm will do sheer tests

Out and About

If there is one thing we like to do more 
than gripe, it’s to regulate ourselves. The 
trouble is, we don’t regulate with regularity. 
The recurrent helmet law effort is a prime 
example. We have a legion of people out 
there, mostly non-bikers, who have decided 
that motorcycle riders are taking us on 
a hell-bent ride to oblivion by not putting on 
helmets. Their argument goes something like, 
“Your actions are jacking up medical costs for 
all of us.” Give me some slack! 

I do not own a motorcycle. I do, however, 
see many people on the road enjoying a ride 
on their machines. To be sure, there are 
accidents, and there are many (some would 
say too many) laws and regulations to keep 
us in check with our road machines. Most 
of these laws have to do with our possible 
threat to others, e.g., faulty equipment, speed, 
unsafe loads, etc. No one argues with 
reasonable laws which have a direct effect 
on the safety of all motorists and pedestrians. 
But once you digest this, the major 
beneficiaries of the helmet law are the 
insurance companies. 

If we are to accept the current argument 


on tniSj that bikers cause medical costs to 
rise for everyone (a fact I don’t agree with), 
then we should bring out the heavy guns 
and take aim on the medical cost felonies. 

What, for example, are the costs to everyone 
for the millions of people who are grossly 
overweight. Can you envision a law being 
passed which would restrict them from ingesting 
a certain amount of food...or that people 
who topped a certain weight cannot be served 
in a restuarant? Sounds absurd doesn’t it? 

Here’s one that will raise hackles...and 
many would march in the streets to promote it. 
If we’re talking about what jacks up medical 
costs, surely smoking fits in there somewhere. 
Are we ready to send out squads of Smoke 
Police to cite people for smoking in public? 
It gets to be a bit bizzare, n’est pas? 

No, the bikers are a smaller group and 
easily attacked. Frankly, they are being 
singled out...a minority if you wiU...and we are 
exercising a foul form of government in 
trying to change their style of free action and 
personal enjoyment. What may surprise people 
is that some of the most significant threats 
to our freedom arc not recognizable threats 
when we first see them. This is such a threat.

A formidable task lies ahead. By the end 
of this month 295 business and property 
owners in the proposed business improvement 
district (BID) are to be personally contacted. 
An information packet presenting the BID 
proposal was mailed to them this week. 
A task force composed of chamber board 
members plus Main Street project area business 
and property owners will be making the 
contacts. 

While the BID proposal material has been 
kept to a minimum, the packet is seven pages, 
including the cover letter. There are bound 
to be many questions. Members of the contact 
task force will attempt to provide answers. 
Eleven of the most common questions, with 
answers, are included in the packet. 

Close to one year ago, then Main Street 
President Don Murphy and Chamber of 
Commerce President Judy Webb-Martin 
appointed a five-member task force to develop 


a funding proposal. There had been several 
joint meetings of their boards of directors 
and it was becoming clear a merger of the 
two organizations would be desirable. Main 
Street’s $40,000 annual budget from the Sierra 
Madre Community Redevelopment Agency was 
initially for three years. There was no guarantee 
it would continue after June 30 in 1991. 
Chamber membership dues and special events 
fund raising had historically produced less 
than $15,0(X) on an annual basis. It was 
obvious funds to continue the Main Street 
downtown revitalization program and the 
Chamber’s schedule of community and retail 
promotion events should come from a broad 
based source. The task force’s charge was to 
determine how that funding source could 
be developed. 

Four hundred volunteer hours later the 
BID proposal evolved. That 400 hours is a 
conservative estimate and does not include 
staff time. It does include weekly meetings, 
volunteer research time and conversations by 
task force members with business and property 
owners. The point is, at least 25 business 
volunteers have invested a good deal of their 
personal time to construct what is thought 
to be both a reasonable and realistic proposal. 
A proposal to fund activities aimed at 
sustaining and causing downtown revitalizaion. 

There is bound to be a lot of debate and 
discussion about the BID proposal in the 
weeks ahead. Through discussion and review 
some program changes and alternatives may be 
found to be desirable. That is to be expected. 
The core issue, the primary decision downtown 
business and property owners are being asked 
to make is to accept a basic responsibility 
to participate in paying for and becoming 
involved in making decisions to make downtown 
revitalization happen.

When Sylvester, in a state of panic, 
wishes on his magic pebble to escape a lion 
by turning into a rock, the chances are “one 
in a billion at best,’’ that he’ll ever become 
himself again. 

Fortunately, miracles are not uncommon 
in children’s books, so one in a billion are 
not bad odds. 

But miracle that occurs is only a part 
of the wonderful appeal of William Steig’s 
Caldecott award winning story (and illustra¬ 
tions): “Sylvester and the Magic Pebble.” 
It is a book of tender feelings and the art 
work is as precious as the language is precise- 
and charming. 

The story expresses the fear and pain 
of being separated from those whom you love 
most (ie. belong to) and it expreses the 
emotions with the simplicity and drama that 
children understand and adults recognize. The 
emotions are so basic and universal that 
your attention never wavers or wanders until 
the delight, relief, and resolution of the happy 
ending. 

The drawings are happy, sad, comical, and 
poignant. In fact, the Sawings alone are 
sufficient to tell the story. The book could 
stand by itself as a picture book for non¬ 
readers, for they communicate the same emotional 
drama. But the language is too beautiful to 
miss altogether. It moves the story along 


in an engrossing way. It also expresses with 
amazing accuracy of understanding the sorrow 
of separation: “Being helpless he felt hopeless,” 
and grief: “They tried their best to be happy, 
to go about their usual ways. But their usual 
ways included Sylvester and they were always 
reminded of him.” 

Still, the overall feeling of the book is 
not sadness, but wonder and charm and 
magic. Personally, I love telling this story 
with just the book as a prop, reading the 
words and showing the pictures on the page, 
and I think it’s the best place to start, but 
for the multi-media generations, we are pot 
limited by the bare bones of literature. The 
experience of “Sylvester and the Magic 
Pebble,” can be continued and expanded 
with an audio tape and filmstrip. The story is 
then told by the author himself, William 
Steig reading with his British accent and 
heart-felt warmth. The filmstrip is simply close- 
ups of the illustrations as they appear in the 
book. 

Much time, love, and life experience have 
gone into bringing Sylvester and his family 
to life, and to bring the moral of the story 
that is being with those we love (and belong 
to) is all we need really wish for to enjoy 
happiness. 

Well...that and a good book to read 
sometimes... 



Jameson Trust requests map 


One of the 12 points of the Sierra Madre Plann¬ 
ing Commission agenda for this evening, Thursday, 
that will be of interest to the community of Sierra 
Madre is a tentative tract map for a 10-lot subdivi¬ 
sion by the Jameson Estate at 481 W. Highland. 

The News interviewed Brion Costa, consultant 
to the estate, and he said, “The trust is in no hurry 
to part with the land. We are only doing a map.” 

Costa explained that they are requesting a Con¬ 
ditional Use Permit for Tract 50280 because this is in 
the historic overlay area and they wish to remove the 
non-conformity from Lot 1 of the remaining 
Jameson Trust land and plan for the future. 

“There will be homes built someday. We hope 
to design and put together the lots to be sold in¬ 
dividually, putting this land to the best possible use. 
The trust owns the land. I represent the trust. Often, 
developers would come in and plan to scrape off the 
land. Once again we have designed around the site 
and we have saved everything we possibly could 
save, preserving trees and keeping the general layout 
of the land intact,” Costa said. 

“1 owe an obligation to the Jameson Trust, the 
people who bought in Jameson Court and the people 


of Sierra Madre. It will be a premiere subdivision in 
this, a premiere town.” 

Also on the agenda is a continued public hear¬ 
ing for a variance at 645 Sierra Meadow Drive (se¬ 
cond story variance for garage and second story); a 
variance at 731 Woodland Dr. (expansion of home 
and garage); a CUP for 154-160 W. Sierra Madre 
Blyd. (expansion of church for nursery and adult 
education facility of Congregational Church); a 
variance at 420 Pleasant Hill Lane (for enclosure of 
breezeway); a variance at 142 E. Sierra Madre Blvd. 
(for tandem parking); a variance at 487 E. 
Montecito Ave. (front yard variance to construct 
porch); and 173 Vista Circle Drive (front yard 
variance). 

The commission will also discuss Ordinance 
No. 1076 concerning cornices, subterranean and 
semi-subterranean parking; development standard 
guidelines of R-1 development, the Hillside Task 
Force (on May 29) and a meeting with Design 
Review Council on signage. 

The May 16 meeting begins at 7:30 p.m. in the 
council chambers.

ty owners located and operating within the BID will 
be assessed based on a relative expected amount of 
benefit to be derived from the BID funded activities 
and improvements. Only Cl and Ml zoned property 
has been included in the BID. 

Q. Why is the Cl and Ml zoned property along 
E. Montecito included? 

A. The 1989 Economic Development Strategy 
for The Central Business District of the city of Sierra 
Madre prepared for the Sierra Madre Community 
Redevelopment Agency identifies the E. Montecito 
zone as underutilized, and a potential site for new 
startup commercial, light industrial and future of¬ 
fice redevelopment. Together with the central 
business district core it provides the primary areas 
for economic development and job creation, major 
objectives of the BID program. 

Q. Why is the Chamber of Commerce sponsor¬ 
ing this proposal? 

Maintaining and creating a healthy, growing, 
prospering downtown with good product mix and 
increased job opportunities benefits the entire com¬ 
munity.

William Shakespeare 
wrote his plays some 400 
years ago. That’s quite a 
while, and manners and 
customs and ways of 
thinking have changed 
since then, - or have 
they? The reason that 
no Sunday edition of the 
L.A. Times but lists some 
production of some 
4(X)-year-old play is that 
Shakespeare dealt, bar¬ 
ring a few superficiali¬ 
ties, in the universal of 
humanity. Young love is 
a universal. Jealousy is a 
universal. Political in¬ 
trigue is a universal, and 
lest you forget it, the pro¬ 
duction of “Julius 
Caesar” now at the Mark 
Taper Forum puts the 
play into modern dress, 
complete with press con¬ 
ferences and TV 
speeches. (Believe it or 
not, one of Caesar’s 
original lines as he returns 
from the wars to general 
acclamation is “Who is it 
in the press tha. calls on 
me?”) 

Director Oskar Eustis 
has sailed blythly through 


the anachronisms to find 
the core that is so easily 
compared with the 
political maneuvering 
and rationalized violence 
of our times as well as 
Caesar’s—as well as 
Shakespeare’s. Oh, the 
place is still Rome and the 
time is still 44 BC, and 
the “modern times” 
range vaguely from the 
’50s to the ’90s, (tossing 
in a Kingman-style 
beating seems ex¬ 
traneous) but the familiar 
lines take on sharp new 
life when we see Caesar 
and Anthony and Brutus 
in suits and ties. 

Only once does the im¬ 
age falter. Brutus and 
Anthony deliver their 
funeral orations via 
television, of course, but 
the live audience is made 
up, not of a citizens’ mob, 
but of newsmen. Now 
reporters in general are 
probably the least likely 
group to be swayed in¬ 
stantaneously by rhetoric. 
Skepticism is their mind 
set. While two of 
theater’s most per-

suasive speeches sup¬ 
posedly sway the opi¬ 
nions of the TV viewers, 
we can’t, of course, see 
them, so the press corps 
has to represent the 
wishy-washy mob, and it 
doesn’t quite work.

Any play by Lanford 
Wilson is worth seeing. 
He has the remarkable 
ability to write dialogue 
that is fanciful, profound 
and witty while giving the 
impression that people 
really talk like that. 
Moments of poetry arise. 


as characters describe 
their dreams, their ambi¬ 
tions or their nightmares, 
which, properly perform¬ 
ed, do not glare but 
transport, heightening 
reality, which is what 
serious drama is suppos¬ 
ed to do. His people are 
multi-faceted, with sym¬ 
bols and possibilities 
winking through their or- 
dinary, even 

stereotypical, surfaces. 

The drama department 
of the California State 
Polytechnic University at 
Pomona, better known as 
Cal Poly, is observing 
Wilson’s “The Mound 
Builders” as its entry in 
the American College 
Theater Festival. 

“The Mound Builders” 
concerns a group of ar¬ 
cheologists who are 
rushing to finish their ex¬ 
cavation of Indian burial 
sites in Blue Shoals, 111. 
before a newly forming 
lake drowns the project. 

The first act is very 
talky as we meet the 
various people and get to 
know them as they get to 


know each other. It is 
good talk, and lays the 
foundation for the 
dramatic events of the se¬ 
cond act as the scientific 
team, mesmerized by 
their vision of a wide¬ 
spread, well-organized 
culture that has vanished 
almost without a trace, ig¬ 
nore the people to whom 
the site is merely a mildly 
interesting block to ma¬ 
jor development. 

This is an over¬ 
simplification, since the 
archaeologists 
themselves contain layers 
and layers of experience 
that affect all that they 
do, while the question of 
why such civilizations col 
lapse haunts them all. 

The young actors do a 
remarkable job in an in 
tricale play.

However, she 
pointed out that by 
sending the layoff 
notices the district is put 
in a more flexible situa¬ 
tion when final word on 
funding is made available. 

In order to protect 
the district’s ability to 
stay solvent, the resolu¬ 
tion to send final notice 
of layoff must be 
approved, according to 
Joann Steinmeier, board 
member. 

In addition to cuts in 
the elementary music 
staff, other certificated 
positions slated for cuts 
are one psychologist, one 
Huntington High School 
teacher, two teachers 
in sophmore English, 
three curriculum specia¬ 
lists and four counselors. 
However, it was pointed 
out that these cuts are 
not final and that 
Monday night’s board 
action does not mean 
that these positions will 
be terminated. 

The cuts are being 
discussed to help trim 
almost $1 million from 
the current school budget
